Welcome  to  the  Henry  F.  Herrman  Sale,  an  auction  of  stature  that  will  long  be 
remembered.  Mr.  Herrman,  a  lawyer  in  the  Kansas  State  Legislature,  pursued 
numismatics  primarily  between  1939  and  1947.  It  was  during  this  time  when  he 
acquired  most  of  his  coins.  Born  on  a  farm  in  Western  Kansas,  Mr.  Herrman 
was  a  student  of  human  civilization.  He  felt  that  the  collecting  of  coins  offered 
an  education  within  itself.  As  he  once  told  his  son,  Greg,  coins  revealed  the 
nation’s  history,  culture,  language,  politics,  architecture,  and  economic  policies. 

As  a  numismatist,  Mr.  Herrman  was  beset  by  the  mutually  satisfying  drive 
toward  completeness  with  quality.  As  you  examine  this  catalog,  look  closely  at 
its  collection  of  $21/2  and  $3  Gold  pieces.  It  is  seldom  that  so  many  different 
specimens  are  brought  together  for  one  auction.  And  yet,  Mr.  Herrman’s  thirst 
for  numismatics  did  not  end  here.  He  pushed  into  other  areas  such  as  the 
Seated  and  Barber  series,  Buffalo  nickels,  and  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars. 

Many  of  Mr.  Herrman’s  coins  have  his  records  of  pedigree  attached.  The 
dealers  from  whom  he  purchased  are  easily  recognizable  and  the  prices  he 
paid  are  astounding.

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Bidding  In  Unreserve  Auction 


In  an  unreserved  auction,  there  are  no  hold  or  reserve  bids  on  any  lots  Each  lot  is  sold  to  the  highest  bidder 

In  bidding  by  mail,  it  is  possible  to  purchase  a  coin  at  a  price  less  than  your  maximum  bid  The  following  is  an 
explanation  of  the  mail  bid  procedures  followed  by  this  company: 

Bids  are  recorded  as  they  are  received.  At  the  close  of  mail  bidding,  the  highest  and  second 
highest  bids  are  transferred  to  the  bid  book 

On  the  floor  of  the  auction,  bidding  is  opened  at  5  to  10%  above  the  second  highest  mail  bid 
This  bid  is  submitted  by  our  company  acting  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail  bidder.  If  the  auctioneer 
recognizes  no  other  bids  from  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the  lot  at  the  opening  bid 
If  bidding  proceeds  from  the  floor,  the  company,  acting  as  the  mail  bidder's  agent,  registers  bids  in  5  to 
10%  increments  over  the  previous  bid  This  process  is  continued  until  the  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the 
lot,  or  the  next  bid  is  higher  than  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid. 

An  example  of  this  procedure  is  set  forth  under  these  conditions: 

On  lot  25,  highest  mail  bidder  submits  a  bid  of  $100,  second  highest  mail  bid  is  at  $50.  In  this 
case,  bidding  on  the  floor  starts  at  $55,  and  is  bid  by  our  company  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail 
bidder  If  no  other  bids  are  submitted  by  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder,  who  bid  $100,  has 
purchased  the  lot  for  $55  If  other  bids  come  from  the  floor,  we  bid  for  the  highest  mail  bidder  in 
5  —  10%  increments,  as  set  by  the  auctioneer,  until  we  reach  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid  of  $100. 

Since  bidding  has  passed  the  mail  bidder's  maximum,  we  take  no  other  action,  and  the  bidding 
continues  on  the  floor  until  the  final  purchaser  has  been  recognized  by  the  auctioneer 

Using  this  procedure,  the  mail  bidder  retains  many  of  the  advantages  of  the  floor  bidder 

As  outlined  above,  it  is  clear  to  see  that  coins  can  be  purchased  at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum  mail  bid 
This  method  of  bidding  for  mail  bidders  is  followed  in  this  and  all  of  our  auctions 


Quantitative  Grading 


The  quantitative  grading  system  is  utilized  in  describing  and  grading  all  coins  in  this 
catalog.  The  quantitative  grade  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  traditional  letter  grade 
in  order  to  best  describe  the  condition  of  the  coin. 

On  occasion,  we  will  designate  that  a  given  coin  is  somewhat  better  than  the 
quantitative  listed  grade,  but  not  nice  enough  to  qualify  for  the  next  highest  number  An 
example  would  be  a  48  grade  which  would  be  the  equivalent  to  EF/AU

WHAT 

CompuBid  is  a  new  method  of  mail  bidding  developed  exclusively  by 
Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions  for  their  mail  bidders.  CompuBid 
allows  you,  the  mail  bidder,  almost  all  of  the  advantages  usually  held 
by  the  floor  bidder.  Now,  as  a  CompuBid  mail  bidder,  you  can  bid  on 
as  many  lots  as  you  desire,  yet  limit  your  purchases  to  your  budgeted 
amount.  It  is  just  as  if  you  were  attending  the  auction  in  person. 

WHY 

CompuBid  was  created  as  an  alternative  to  our  conventional  mail 
bidding  system,  which  we  still  offer.  CompuBid  was  developed  to  solve 
these  typical  problems  facing  the  mail  bidder  (a)  you  can  bid  on  exactly 
what  you  want  to  buy  although  you  would  probably  purchase  less  than 
you  wanted,  (b)  in  an  effort  to  spend  what  you  want,  you  can  bid  on 
more  than  you  have  budgeted  but  run  the  risk  of  over-purchase,  (c)  you 
can  attend  the  auction  in  person  and  stop  bidding  when  you  reach  your 
limit.  With  CompuBid,  you  can  bid  on  the  coins  you  desire,  but  limit 
your  purchases  to  your  maximum  amount. 

HOW 

CompuBid  is  very  simple  to  use.  Just  fill  our  your  bid  sheet  in  the  usual 
manner  except  you  list  your  buying  limit  (because  of  the  increased 
accounting  necessary,  the  minimum  buying  limit  is  $200.00). 

Here's  how  to  fill  out  one  of  our  bid  sheets: 

1.  Name,  Address,  City,  State,  Zip  and  Telephone  Number. 

Your  address  is  needed  to  mail  your  successful  purchases.  Your 
telephone  number  is  needed  so  that  we  may  instantly  communicate  any 
problems  or  changes  that  may  affect  your  bids. 

2.  References 

If  you  have  not  established  credit  with  us  from  previous  auctions,  you 
must  sent  a  25%  deposit,  or  list  coin  dealers  from  whom  you  have 
made  purchases.

The  reverse  side  of  your  bid  sheet  has  additional  columns,  and  you  may 
also  use  a  separate  sheet.  Under  the  heading  "Amounts",  enter  the 
maximum  amount  you  would  be  willing  to  pay  for  that  lot  (whole 
dollar  amounts  only).  We  will  purchase  the  coin  for  you  as  much  below 
your  bid  as  possible. 

4.  Total  Bid  Sheet 

Add  up  all  of  the  bids  and  list  that  total  in  the  appropriate  box. 

5.  Indicate  Your  Limit 

After  you  have  totaled  your  bid  sheet,  determine  how  much  you 
can  budget  to  spend.  Check  the  box  for  CompuBid,  and  list  your 
spending  limit. 

6.  Sign  Your  Bid  Sheet 

Your  bid  sheet  is  now  complete  and  needs  only  your  signature.  By 
signing  the  bid  sheet,  you  have  agreed  to  abide  by  the  Terms  of  Sale 
listed  in  the  auction  catalog.

A  very  pleasing  example  of  an  early 
proof  Half  Cent.  Should  be  worth  more  than  the  six  or 
seven  hundred  dollars  it  will  bring,  (see  color  photo) 

2  1855  MINT  STATE  (67)  Superb!  Original  mint  red 
mellowed  with  light  overtones  of  rose  and  olive.  An  ex¬ 
quisite  type  coin,  with  no  spots,  nicks,  scratches  or  im¬ 
pairments  of  any  kind,  (see  color  photo)

3  1813  VERY  FINE  (30)  Pitted. 

4  1818  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (58)  Tinges  of  mint 
red. 

5  1819  MINT  STATE  (63)  Deep  chocolate  brown  surfaces 
which  exhibit  no  die  breaks.  Well  struck  and  pleasing, 
(see  color  photo)
